It was he who 
made the first delivery of wheat of 
this year at Vulcan. The grain was 
received by Mr. McLean at the Pool 
elevator No. 1, arid graded No. 2 
Northern. The Hon. was spending 
a department holiday in overalls, and 
himself operated the car that carried 
the grain, and it was the maiden trip, 
of a new truck. The grain was fall 
wheat grown on the big farm just 
east of town. Now that the first 
load proposition has been determined 
attention will be directed to the big¬ 
gest load, but competition in this par¬ 
ticular has much diminished since 
horses and wagons have to a great 
degree given place to trucks.-- 

The cancellation of the School 
Fair last year, on account of the pre¬ 
valence of paralysis at the time, is 
responsible for the necessity of a re¬ 
organization. to some extent, which 
will be under the direction of Mr. W. 
S. 'Benn, superintendent of school 
fairs, and an ’ announcement of the 
place and date of a meeting for the 
purpose can be anticipated. In the 
meantime the local secretary has giv¬ 
en every attention to the issue of 
prize list and bulletins and to other 
details so that the business of the 
event is kept up to tirne. The sub¬ 
scriptions and collections received for 
last year will be applied to the pur¬ 
poses of this, and all looks well for 
the fair to come, whiqh has been dat¬ 
ed for October 4th and 5th. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pete Beardsley have 
returned to Vulcan and to business 
after a mqnth or more absence on an 
auto tour which took them through 
many of the statqs of the union. The 
trip was principally pleasing as a vis¬ 
it to their old home towns, and there 
was something interesting every day 
on the way there and back. Roads 
were the subject always introduced 
by the tourists everywhere," and 
many times they were required to an¬ 
swer questions as to highways in Al¬ 
berta. One thing that was impressed 
upon them by observation that Vul¬ 
can is at a disadvantage on account 
of the lack of direction boards and 
name signs.

The men this year are of a splendid 
type, and certainly of exceptional de¬ 
portment, and thus commanded the 
consideration of the town citizens and 
municipal authorities, the latter ol 
whom gave sleeping places to tin¬ 
men at the skating arena and served 
meals at the lodge dining room. It 
was a good turn by the town and one 
appreciated by the strangers within 
our gates. The weather since bright¬ 
ened and there has been a call from 
the country, the men going out in 
groups to such an extent as to al¬ 
most take up the entire lot. The 
handling of the situation thus far at 
this point has been as satisfactory as 
circumstances would permit but there 
are features of harvest-time affecting 
the men who come to this part of the 
country that have given rise to much 
discussion and the seriousness ol 
same demand attention. Promises 
given somewhere to some of the men , 
are impossible of fulfilment, even in 
this best of all countries, and it is 
not short of criminal to create > the 
conditions that are bound to be the 
result of disappointment.

TARIFF AM) FARM RELIEF 

Farm relief through the medium 
of the tariff is about all that Mr. 
Hoovter promises the western and 
-middle state farmers. That is the 
medium throng'd which the Republi¬ 
cans granted relief a few years ago, 
but the farmers thpre are still disaf¬ 
fected. Like all other protected in¬ 
terests they- become Oliver Twists 
and pass the plate for more. It was 
the agricultural bloc in the United 
States that secured higher protection 
for the farmers at a time wjien ag¬ 
riculture was at a loW ebb aftpr the 
subsidence of war prosperity. Wheth¬ 
er that was a good thing for them 
will probably remain a disputed is¬ 
sue. One thing is certain—they are 
not satisfied, but that may he be¬ 
cause thqy want more prosperity 
from the same source. Western Can 
adian farmers take a stand directly 
contrary to that of the Western 
States’ farmers, but they change 
their view if the Republican party 
adds a still greater obstacle to the’ 
entry of Canadian farm products in-, 
to the United States. If the Ameri¬ 
can market -is to he elided to Cana¬ 
dian farm products, they will not 
feel like allowing American farm 
products easy entry into Canada. 

ABUSING REAL CUSTOMER 

Julius Klein, in American Econom¬ 
ist, tells Americans that the shatter¬ 
ing of England’s buying power as 
some of them would like to sec', 
would mean the loss of America’s 
best customer. He points out that

tual cash wagtfk, the stupendous sum 
of $8,279,600,000 a year.”

Where there is 
sewerage and good clean water, there 
is little infantile paralysis in evi¬ 
dence. He quotes a doctor as saying 
that he found flies thick in those sec¬ 
tions of New York City where the 
great epidemic of 1916 prevailed. 
Whether or not I)r. Williams is right, 
efforts to protect the family against 
infantile paralysis by fighting flies 
and by extra efforts at cleanliness 
will do no harm and may save the 
day, is the sensible observation of 
Dr. Evans, the well known health au¬ 
thority of Chicago. ^

To Mark Dangerous Okotoks Cross¬ 
ing Where Several Accidents Have 
Occurred This Yesr 

In order that there will never be 
repetitions of the tragedies recently 
enacted at the Okotoks railway cross 
ing, in which one family was wiped 
out, and in which one man previously 
! met his death through being struck 
by trains, the Alberta Automobile 
association have taken definite steps 
to this end. Large signs which can 
be seen from a distance and winch 
boldly warn the motorist that danger 
lies ahead if proper precautions are 
not taken, have been put up on both 
sides of the level crossing. Motor- j 
ists approaching from the south are 
warned by a sign some 200 feet be-j 
fore the crossing is reached that they j 
should be on the lookout for ap- 
i proaching trains. Tourists coming j 
from the north are given a similar | 
warning 60 feet before they reach i 
the main track. 

These signs are of galvanized iron 
and have been placed to such advan- | 
tage that they cannot fail to be seen | 
by travellers on the highway. The j 
word “danger” stands out unmistak¬ 
ably on each sign, while underneath 
this' word is painted the skull and 
crossbones, grim reminders of the 
fate meted out to those who disre¬ 
gard the rules of safe driving. Be¬ 
neath the insignia are the words 
•“railway crossing” which in them¬ 
selves should be enough to impress 
drivers of the necessity for careful 
operation of their cars. A splendid 
color scheme is used on these signs, 
it being black and white with red 
trimmings. One sign is five feet -by 
three feet in dimensions, while the 
other is threes and a half feet by two 
and a half feet. They stand about 
seven feet above "the ground, the 
right height for proper vision of 
them. .

There 
are many remarkable men in the Un¬ 
ited States. 1 use the adjective in a 
very broad application. As his rec¬ 
ord of success in public life proves, 
he has much ability. That in itself, 
would not single him out as remark¬ 
able. He has an extraordinary pow¬ 
er of attracting firm and devoted 
friends, which again is a capacity j 
possessed by public men. He has per 
sonal magnetism which draws the 
masses as well as individuals to -him. 
He inspires belief in his ability and 
integrity. None of these things sep¬ 
arately would make him remarkable. 
But the joining of them all in one 
man does. It is the combination of 
characteristics, qualities and abilities 
all possessed by him in exceptional 
degree, that gives him an unusual 
place among American public men of 
the day. 

There are many, even of his oppon¬ 
ents, who say that by ability, charac¬ 
ter ajui general fitness for the office, 
by a certain instinct for government 
that he has, he is the better qualified 
of the two candidates for the posi¬ 
tion. That he would be certain to 
win if it were not for his retigion is 
one of the most commonly expressed 
views heard from informed and ex¬ 
perienced political observers. With¬ 
out question, though, this shadow of 
intolerance is growing blacker stead¬ 
ily as the campaign moves onward. 
He may win in spite of it, but it re¬ 
mains the most serious impediment 
on the political road which Governor 
Smith is travelling.

Mackenzie King will be unworthy 
of his high office and unworthy of 1 
the leadership of ten million Cana-I 
dians if he allows this challenge, so 
far as it applies to Canada, to go un- j 
answered. Instead of listening to 
threats of further tarics against them j 
Canadians would like to hear, in i 
terms of tariff reduction against us, i 
that Canadian purchasers in United 
States are appreciated and that Can¬ 
ada as a purchaser will be respected. 

Noth withstanding .the .desire of 
most Canadians to do' business and 
be friendly with the people across! 
the line, it is a fact that in the last 
ten years the United States has ‘ 
jockeyed Canada into an unfair trad¬ 
ing position whereby business be¬ 
tween United States and Canada has 
become too one-sided—in plain lang¬ 
uage, United States, has out-traded 
Canada. 

in 1927 Canadians bought eight 
hundred and thirty six- million dol- ! 
lars’ worth of goods from the | 
States and Americans bought only 
four hundred and seventy-five million 
worth of goods from Canada. But 
that difference does not truly reflect 
the disadvantage of Canada’s trade 
because most American imports 
from Canada are made up of news¬ 
print and raw materials while a great 
portion of Canada’s imports from the 
United States are of highly manufac 
tured articles. 

No man can hold the Premiership 
of Canada if he allows the present 
unfair trading basis of Canada to go! 
on without showing by public litter-* 
ance and by government action that 
those, relations are unfair and will 
not be continued by Canadians. j 

If Canaita is to have trade, with the j 
United States, that trade must be ' 
upon a reciprocal liasis. If United i 
States is to continue waging a tarilf 
was against Canada, that tariff must [ 
be reciprocated by Canada. 

Under the Fordney tariff, the United ! 
States placed a duty of 42 cents a 
bushel on Canadian wheat and 2 
cents a pound on Canadian cattle.

The job of being a member of the 
recently-appointed advisory board on 
public health matters isn’t going to 
be any sinecure, judging from tenta¬ 
tive plans outlined by Hon. (George 
Hoadley, minister of health, recently 
as among the matters he wishes the 
new board to consider. 

Outstanding is the question of the 
advisability of a shorter course for 
the training of nurses, with a lower 
admission standard in order as the 
minister says to give the natural 
nurse, who may not have the present 
necessary high educational standard 
or the desire to secure the specialized 
training now required, a chance of 
1 doing a form of -public serv^je for 
which she feels' that she has a' real 
gift.” 

j The present standard calls for 
grade ten to eleven in high school, 
with a three years’ course. 

Mr. Hoadley’s idea is that there are 
many splendid girls in the province 
who are just natural-bom nurses, but 
who may not have the necessary, edu¬ 
cational standard, nor have they the 
desire to take up the present special¬ 
ized courses which, are demanded in 
the three-year course. These girls, 
he thinks, might be admitted on low¬ 
er than grade ten'standing, and giv¬ 
en a two-years’ course, which would 
j fit them for the type of work that 
would be required, say, in country 
nursing, -where the cases are princi¬ 
pally obstetrics, minor ailments, etc. 

For these girls, a two-year course 
would be offered,, leading to gradua¬ 
tion, and the third year would be op¬ 
tional, enabling the young nurse to 
take up, if she so desired it, the more 
specialized work of her profession- 
anaesthesia, jjublic health work, spe¬ 
cialized work among children and the 
like. 

Such a plan, Mr. Hoadley believes, 
would give a number of girls a real 
opportunity for public service, while 
it would provide pioneer- settlements 
with trained services at reasonable 
fees, as a middle course to the servi¬ 
ces of the highly trained expert, or 
at the other extreme, the very' doubt¬ 
ful services of the ignorant and un¬ 
trained helper. 




PROHIBITION IN NOVA SCOTIA 


Halifax City Council by a vote of 
15 to 2 has passed a resolution ask¬ 
ing the Legislature to enact a meas¬ 
ure of government control. The res- 
o*ution declares that prohibition is in¬ 
capable of enforcement and that it is 
an incentive to lying, spying, per¬ 
jury and a general lowering of pub¬ 
lic morals. That is all right for 
Halifax, but what about the govern¬ 
ment? In Prince Edward Island the 
Stewart government went to the 
polls on a control programme and 
was defeated, and similar conditions 
prevail in Nova Scotia. Liquor, par¬ 
ticularly, rum, is easily obtained and 
is much cheaper than in control prov¬ 
inces/because it pays no duties. It 
was not temperance people alone 
who voted for “prohibition” in Prince 
Edward Island.
